The neal fur, as seen 
here, is the inner coat When on the 
back of the seal this fine fur is hid by 
coarse hoirs, which are removed by a 
process of paring down lie under Mde of 
the skin. The color of the fur as known 
to wearers is artificial. H the govern- 
ment had not taken measures to protect 
the, seal new wearers of seal sacques 
would be few in a short time.

The time win r aae h na soma diywfaan 
the society eolmnii will not badeiaandad 
in the newqMqMr, but the time has not 
yet arrived. The average reader's palate 
relishes as a sweet morsel the aooonnts 
of the mofvenkenta in society. The New 
Tocfc JTour haa issued the following aa 
the leasoB why newspapers emitoin re- 
ports of social aetions: 

The publication off aoeieiy aaws, or 
w hat is going on in faahinnahia sooieW, 
has finally become afeatora metropoli- 
tan journalism. Yet nothing is more 
common among fashionable people than 
outcries against the impertinence of 
newspapers, the reporters of which in- 
vade the privacy of their homes. There 
sre even insinnationa that the best way 
to be rid of this intiuisitive class ia to 
help its membera down stairs with the 
toe of the t)oot. 

Any one who is familiar with the man- 
agement of the great newspapers in this 
city, know* what a conjugal struggle t? e 
editors have to cut down the copy so as 
to get all the news into the paper. There 
is Uttle exaggeration in aaying that a 
journal the aize of the lime* or the Tri- 
f'uru: could be filletl every night with 
good matter which the editors of those 
papers atrike out of copy with their blue 
penoila. It is condensation, not late 
hours or night work, that is killing men 
in newspaper offices. If, then, tuis is 
the case; if fashionable people think that 
the publication of items about their re- 
ceptions, weddings and dinnera is highly 
impertinent; and if tha newspapers can 
hardly And room for aetual news, why do 
the journals in New Tork print, day af- 
ter day, descriptions of social incidents 
which sre most uninteresting to the gen- 
eral reader ? The explanation ia simple 
enough. The fa.^hionable people do not 
always tell the truth when they rail 
against the intrusion of rejHjrters int<-) 
private circles. They really like to see 
their names in print; rlelight to have 
their receptions noticed; are in ecstasy 
over ilescriptions of their fine dre«.s<>s. 
It cannot be denied that the newspajK-rs 
print what the public demands. 

Not only do many fashionable people 
iii't object in their hearts to seeing their 
names and doiugs clirouicled, but th«'y 
send the mattnr to the newspaper ottice 
themselves. Hardly a mail fails to bring 
statements that a wedding will take place 
at such an hour in such a cliurch; that 
this lady has returned from Europe by 
such a steamship; that this one and her 
hnsl>and will sail ; that a reception 
(which "please notice") is to occur at 
such a number in Fifth avenue at the 
time named; that "enclosed is sn invita- 
tion to a wedding to take place in Roches- 
ter, which please send to your special 
correspondent there." (This comes from 
the "beat man.") 

The deecription <d the dress of a bride 
who was married in Orsce Ghnreh not 
long ago appeared in a leading newspa- 
per. She had written it herseH In 
fact, she revised the entire aceount of 
the wedding, as she happened to know n 
man on the paper who obtained for her 
the copy ai an cariy hour in the day. 
Her fatner had often said that all news- 
paper men were good for was to l>e 
kimed. A reporter called one evening 
to see the husband off a leader in New 
York society about an addition to a li- 
brary in which the family had long been 
interested and which is certainly a legiti- 
mate' subject of inquiry. The gentle- 
man was out. Tlio servant, however, 
with a knowing air suggested that tlu' 
l:\'ly of the house might he oblc to give 
the desired uiforniutloi,. Down htaus 
came the laily, smiling graciously, still 
ill her wrapper. The reiH>rt' r t.'lil his 
errand. " Oh dear'" exclaimed the lady 
ill a most iliRai>]'»iiiitcd voice, "I thought 
you had come to report my ball." 



How to Elect a 

A number of our ablest statesmen have 
devoted much of their time to the pro- 
duction of essays and the preparatian ol 
measures intended to simplify tiie elec- 
tion of PresidentB and Vice Pkesi^nts 
of the United States; but all off them 
have grappled with the anbieet as if it 
was so abstruse thai cmly some conmli- 
cated machinery could reduce it to ftao. 
tical and just results. This hss been the 
common error of all our statesmen who 
have attempted to provide against the de- 
feat of the popular will in the choice of 
i a President, either by tha legitimate use 
or by the perversion oi the Eleetmal 
' College system. 

The Electoral College system is acnm- 
brouB nuu'hine that is liable to defeat the 
expression of the people even with hon- 
est direction, and opens the w.ay for the 
successful employment i f rhicaiiery or 
fraud. The Jeffersou-lkirr contest of 
1H()1, the Jackson-.-Vdams-Crawford con- 
test of 1825 and tlie Tildeu-Hayes con- 
t« st < if 1 h77 all stand as finger-boardH to 
udmoni-h the .\merican people, of the ab- 
solute li^ilure of the Electoral C^ege 
systi'm and the possibility of prsvert- 
, ing it to the meanest aims of meaa am- 
bition. It is not pretended that any of 
: the purposes which w ere intended by the 
fathers of the Republic iu creatii^ the 
. FUectoral College, have been fumled. 
Instead of Presidential Electors exo'cis- 
ing a sound and patriotic disereti«n in 
the choice off a President and Vice J>res- 
ident, our Presidential Electors aie the 
mere pniqpeto of party, and it wouli now 
cost any one his life if he were to exer- 
cise his own discretion, however just 
and patriotic, snd thmeby eleet ajresi- 
dent against the wishes of his pm-ty. 
The Electorial College system is, there- 
fore, a uselet^s and dangerous <^rcum- 
lociitioi), and it is the duty of the l^est 
stat<sniaiishipof allparties'to uniie for 
its ovi rtiirow. 

Tliere is .1 simple and just methsl 1>y 
w hich the people could uect Preadents 
without more than a tithe of tie de- 
bauchery and demoralization whi4i are 
now common iu such contest*, ani that 
is for the people »)f the wli<.)le Uiiiou to 
voto dire<'tly for President and Vicel'res- 
ideut, with jmlicioos safeguards fv the 
determination of the legal vote of each 
Static, and declare the men elactel who 
n ceive the largest number of votes. 
There is no reason why a *' gOFertment 
of the people, by the people and i>r the 
people should have cumbrous elaetoral 
machinerv that can accomplish nothing 
beyond tlie ixiesibilitv of defeaiag the 
I>opular choice; and tliere can beao rea- 
son, to forbid a direct voli for 
our highest oflSces or the commiflion of 
those who receive the largest pipular 
support from the people of the emana- 
tion. Such a aystem ol electingB*resi- 
dents and Vice Preaidents would eM the 
corruption and demoralization whl^ run 
riot in Ohio, Indiana and other v^*)^ 
State s in I'residential contests, Jnd it 
would make a Democratic vote • Ver- 
i iir i:i vote in !Mi.s.'ii8sip)pi 



Wooden Flour. 

There is danger ahetul fi>r tlie milling 
fniternity, aiiii it may he as wel! to t^ike 
time by the fi'tloek and pr- pare to nie. t 
it. <w'<>o(i tlt.altf, says bnad of highly 
mrritious and palatable ch.tr.ict«-r luay 
be made frotn wcsl. Think <»f this for A 
uionieiit. When the price of wood pulp, 
for paper maniifnctiirre, f.ilU Ixlow a 
protitaUle point, the l>ulp »-an he coii- 
vertetl into fii.uir. aiul tiiis can be sold at 
a price far Inflow that of fiour. Why ? 
Well, there will l>e no necessity for mid- 
ling purifiers, as there will be no middl- 
ings ; the germ will be so large it can 
Im> chopped out ; the bran (bark) can be 
heweil off with a broadaxe. Big thing, 
ain't it ? Here's the prooees : 

"Every thing sc^uble in water is first 
rcnoved by frequent maceration and 
boiling; the wood ia then redooedto a 
minnto state of divinon, not merehr into 
fine fibers, but actual powder ; and after 
being repeatedly subjected to heat in sn 
oven, is ground in the usual manner of 
of corn. Wood thus pr^iared acquires 
• the smell and taste of corn-flour. It is, 
I h.iwever. neviT quite white. It agrecH 
'. with irn tlourin not fermenting without 
the aihlition of leaven, and in t:.Ls case 
some 1( a\eu of corn-tloiir is found to 
answer Ix st. With this it makes a per- 
, tectly uniforiii and spongy bread, and 
■ when it is th'irou;.'hly baked nnd has 
much crust it h«s a much better taste of 
bread than what in iime of scarcity is 
prepared from the bran and husks of 
corn." 

There has Ijcen at time** gn at scarcity 
of medium and low gravies of flour for 
export. There will l>e no need for this 
hereafter, as exi)orter8 can cut down a 
few telegraph poles, wooden hitching- 
posts, or even carry off their enemies' 
UovX door-steps, convert them into a 
highly nutritions article of flour, and 
ship ft abroad to supply the wants of the 
down-trodden laboring classes of Europe. 
When the manufacture of wood flour 
gets fairly under way, how would it do 
to convert the big Pillsbury and Wash- 
bum mills into a Miller's College? 
There mifl^i be aomething in this sug- 
gestion.— il/iff»n0' World.

A Harrlble Becord of Qrlma. 

The Kew York Society for the Proven- 
ttoo al Omelty to Children, in its last 
annual report, gives some harrowing de- 
fyfla of tne condition in whieb many 
children were found during tha year. 
The following are a few specimens taken 
from the report : 

A little girl but four years did vras 
rescued from a saloon-keeper who was 
selling to her a bottle of rum, and the 

Ereoodous little toper waa plaoed in a 
ome tat children. 

Thomas Smith, father of a little boy 
fifteen years old, was arrested by the 
Society, fined and imprisoned for com- 
pelling his son to be a contestant in a 

walking-match at the American Insti- 
tute Ituildiug, where one hundred mdes 
were uiadt m twenty-four hours, and 
where the littlt> fellow fainted long l)e- 
fore the task could be completed. 

At No. 8:!5 ICleyenth avenue, oflicers 
of the Society found ."Nlich.iel and Aliiuj 
McKeudru both drunk and surrounded 
Ity three chihlren. The rooms they («■- 
cupied Were reeking with dirt, vermin 
and horrible stenches. The only article 
of furniture wiis a mattress spread uixiu 
the floor. The children, aged bix years, 
two and a half years and six mouths, 
were wallowing in vomits and excre- 
ments, and were all starving. The little 
child of two and a half years was totally 
blind. The baby shortly died, the otlier 
two were cared for in public institutions, 
and the unnatural parents were sent six 
mouths to the Penitentiary. 

The Society rescued a little girl only 
eight vears old, whom a man named 
Geo. Walker was in the act of abducting. 
The girl was restcned to her parenta, and 
the kidnapper punished. 

Four children, Mamie, John, William 
and James, aged respectively thirteen, 
ten, seven and six years, were rescued 
from their parents, Thomas and Oatbe- 
rioe Wilson, who occupied a hut in a 
New York locality known as "Hell's 
Kitehen," snd who have since been sent 
to the Penitentiary for highway robbery. 
The iuti'rior of the hut was a counter- 
part of oltl Fagin's quarters, and the 
children were being subjected t*) the 
same training that young (>liver re- 
ceived. They were sent to the New 
York Catholic Prot«'Ctory. 

John, Kf>sa ami l'et« r. all und- r si-yen 
years of age, weie taken from their 
parents, Patrick aiul Maiia lloyhin, at 
;>5:? West Fiftiefh street, and were com- 
fortably housed in an Asylum. They 
were all naked and were found crouch- 
ing in a corner to escape the blows r)f 
their father and mother, botii of w hom 
were in a In-astly Ft»if«' of intoxication. 
Patrick and Maria were committed. Nu- 
merous other cases are detailed in the 
report. One where a little girl only 
uine nine years of age was rescued from 
a man who had attempted to outrage 
her ; another in which a little girl was 
delivered from a father attempting an 
unnatural crime, and still another in 
which was saved a little motherless boy 
named Husley, compelled by his father 
to sleep through December in an open 
cellar on Twentieth street, where 
bis -ears and hands were frozen, and 
where he was frequently bitten by the 
rats. It is of little consequence in whose 
name the Society does this humane 
woric. It is of litue consequence what 
the motiye that prompto it. So long as 
the hungry arc fed, the naked clothed, 
and those who perpetrate the inhuman- 
ity are punished, so long ought the Hu- 
mane Society to be encouraged and sus- 
tained. 

Why VoTelistfl Prefer England. 

The l;,ii-,l experience of .\merican 
tutliors Uinki s the task of writing books 
for the eiili).;litenmeiit or pleasure of Mie 
reading public on this side of the 
.\tlantic ho uninviting that the wonder 
is, nut that we ilo not have a large class 
of writ«'rs, but tliut a!iy one thinks it 
worth his while to devote time and at- 
tention to this work. Au .\merican 
novi liiit couiTiionly depends for his prtitit 
fin the sum he receives for the sale of his 
story to the publishers of one or another 
of tiie wi.iely circulated monthly ))erii>d- 
icals. What thev pay him ia a matter 
of tmde, and the price given must vary 
vt ry greatly, though as au averiige it 
limy 1x5 8ai<i that S1,.'')(X) for a story run- 
ning through from eight to twelve num- 
bers would bo a tolerably high rate of 
remuneration. Aftor the work has sp- 
peared in this form, it is the custom to 
republish it in book form, the author re- 
ceiving a commission on the sales. If 
from these he neto $500, he may consider 
himself exceptionally fortunate. Assum- 
ing that an anUior writes two novels in a 
year, and if the work ia faithfully and 
carefully performed, this ia about all 
that he can expect to do, his inoome'will 
not be over $1,000 per annum, a small 
return when the talent required for the 
service is taken into account. Novel 
writing is, however, a monkey-making 
emjiloyment when compaK-il with, the 
returns receiyed for some other forms of 
literary work. I'or e.\am])le, it w:vs not 
until his fourth b«K>khad been imblishod 
that "Sir. Kalpli Wahlo Emerson received 
a i>enny iu return for the literary wdrk 
he had done, and the sum total he has 
received during his life-time would 
doubtless represent but a very mo<b>st 
amount. Mr. James Kussell I.,owell was 
compelled to {)ubljsh hi.s tirst book of 
poems at his own eicitcnse, and at the 
end of a year, in making up the pub- 
lishers' accounts, it was found that only 
forty-five copies of it had been sold. In 
this instance it would bo unnecessary to 
say whether it was Mr. Lowell or the 
American public.that was at fault. As a 
contrast to the foregoing it may be said 
that according to common report Mr. 
'Vniliam Black has of late years received 
from £3,600 to £4,000 for each novel 
that he has written. From this one rea- 
son may be drawn why Henry James, 
Juliau Hawthorne, and other American 
novelisto prefer to make their home in 
En^and. — New York Times. 

Poe, the Poet, Murdered. 

Dr. J.J. Itoan, ol Palls Church, Va., 
in a lecture upon the death of Poe, said : 
Aa tha mbmikl^f'itt^' a»»ening descended 
upon Baltimore, Poo bad ramlilcd on un- 
til ho had reached a dangerous portion 
of the town, where it was unsafe for a 
man to loiter alone. Here the men who 
had been following came up with him 
and he was forced into a low den, where 
he was drugged, robbed, stripi^ed of his 
apparel and then clothed in the filthy 
rags of one of the bnites who had as- 
saulted him. From this plac« he was 
thrust into the street, and as he staggered 
along, his brain benumbed by the deadly 
drug, he fell over an obstacle in his 
pathway and lay insensible for hours 
exposed to the cutting October air. A 
gentleman passing recognised the face 
of Poe as he lay prone upon the street, 
and calling a hack he directed titat he be 
conveyed to the Waahingttm Hospital, 
sending his card to Dr. Moran, wiui the 
single word "Poe" written in the cor- 
ner. Poe was cared for, and received 
energetic medical treatment to counter- 
act the effect of his depressed condition. 
During this time l)r. >b >ran said to him : 

•• How do you feel, Mr. Poe?" 

•* Miserable. " 

" Do you suffer any pain ?" 
"No.'" 

"How long have you been sick ?" 
" I cannot say." 

As Poe's last hours approached Dr. 
Moran said that he beut over him and 
asked if he had any word he wished 
oommunicated to his friends. Poe raised 
hta fading eyes and answered, " Never- 
BMVe." In a few moments he turned 
uneasily and moaned : " O Gk>d, is there 
no ransom for the deathless spirit?" 
Oontinuing, he said : " Ho who rode 
the heavens and upholds the universe 
has His deorees written on the frontlet 
of every human being." Then followed 
murmuring, growing fainter and fainter, 
then a tremor al the limba, a faint sigh, 
and the spirit of Edgar ABea Poe had 
passed the boundary Hae ttiafe dividec

A few montha ago an interyiew with a prem- 
ioMit and well luiown pbyaieiaii, formerly a 
resident of Detroit, bnt now liying in New York, 
appeared in the colnmna of this paper. I'he 
Htatenients made by the doctor aud the facts he 
diyulged were of so u^uwbM a nature as to 
can»e no little eosaoMitkm among those who 
read them, and many inqniries were raised 
as to the geuuiiiene«a of the interyiew and the 
validity of the BtatemeDts it contained. The 
name of th« phjaiciau waa at that time Rup- 
iirexged at hiiowu request. The seal of secrft-y, 
hovrever, can now be removed, aa the importnut 
and intereating letter which appears below will 
abundantly show. In order, however, that the 
reader may lietter nuderataad thia letter, a few 
extracts are berswitb given from the interview 

iu qilc-Htinn. 

Alter au exchange of courteMies aud a few 
remiuiacences about the war, iu which the 
doctor was a prominent anrgeou, the reporter 
remarked npon the do<^r'a improved appear- 
ance, upon which he said :

Hucti )irejudii-e leadu to 
bigotry of tlic Wori-t or Jrr. .Now, 1 am a jihy- 
siciaii, and of the ' old school ' order, too ; but 
I haye, after ytara of experienoe and observa- 
tion, come to the oondnaion that truth ia the 
highest of all things, and that if prejudice or 
bigotry stand in the way of truth, so mnch the 
worse for them— they are certain to lie cruHbc^ 
sooner or later. Why, when I kuew yon in 
l>etroit, I would no sooner have thonLht of 
violating the oode of ethies laid down r>y the 
profe««ion, or of preaeribing anything out of 
the regular order, than I touM of nm|>titatiii(: 
my hand. Now, however, I I'lini-nlie aud 
advise those things which i beUcve to be 
ada])ted to cure, aud which my experienoe baa 
proven to bo such."

1 ol.taim il niv tii>t i lciir upon 
the subject, though, from having Leeu l uied 
after my care and all the skill of my professional 
brethren bad failed to relieve iSe. Why, I was 
as badly olf as many of my pataeDts. with a 
complication of troubles, inclaaiug dyspepsia, 
and conseqneully imperfect kidneys ami liver, 
and I feared I should havt to mvf iiji my prac- 
tice.

"Weil, doctor, you have got soms naw 
tratha here, certainly, bnt they sound vary 
reasonable to me." 

"Well, whether they are reasonat'li. or not, I 
have demonstrated to my own satisfactiuu that 
tbsy are true, and I pro|>use to stand by them, 
no matter bow much opposition I may raise by 
doing so. Any man, be he jiolitician. preacher 
or phraician, who ia ao considerate of his pock- 
etbook or of liiiown perroiial en<is as to stultify 
huus«'lf by suppresRiiig the niaiiifest truth, is 
nnworthy the name of luar, aud unworthy the 
coufideuoe of the pablic w hom he serves."

Aboiltlvn of Bmsiaa SartVora. 

The late Czar, Alexander II., decreed 
the emancipatioii of tho serfs March 3, 
I'Sfil, coming iuto final execution on 
March 3, 1863. The owners of the serfs 
were compensated for their land on a 
scale of payment by which the previous 
labor of the serf was estimated at a 
yearly rental of 6 per cent., so that for 
every 6 rubles which the laborer earned 
tumually he had to pay 100 rubles to 
his master as bis capital value to become 
a freeholder. Of this sum the serfs had 
to give immediately 20 percent, while 
the remaining 80 per oenl was disbursed 
aa an advance by tiie government to the 
ownera, to be repaid, at intervals extend- 
ing over forty-nine years, by Abe foeed 
peasants.
